The average number of Paupers the past year has been 
about 15, two have been admitted as paupers, and 4 have 
left by permission, and one has absconded, ae 

The health of the inmates of the establishment during 
the past year has been unusually good ;—none of them 
having been sick excepting Mr. Barrett,—and his sick- 
ness of short duration. Mr. Greeley and Wife, the su- 
perintendents, have discharged the duties incumbent on 
them to our entire satisfaction: every apartment of the 
house, together with the inmates thereof, appears at all 
times neat. and clean, and in good order,—(reflecting 
much credit on Mrs. Greeley,)—to which we attribute in 
same measure, the health of the family. We think Mr. 
Greeley has managed the farm very judiciously. There 
have been raised on the farm the past year 197° bushels 
of Corn,—37 bushels of Rye,—60 bushels of Oats,—270 
bushels of Potatoes, and 38-bushels of Beans. There are 
now sown on the farm 4 bushels of Rye. . Some improve- 
ments have been made on the farm during the past year: 
such as building 66 rods of stone wall,—cutting bushes, 
—removing stones from the mowing, &c. Ninety-two 
loads of mud have been hauled from the'swamp,. which 
will make.a valuable addition to the manure on the pre- 
mises ; and we think as-much should be hauled yearly, 
as there is an ample supply in the swamp, and of a good 
quality. We have engaged the services of Mr. Greeley 
and wife for another year, commencing the first day of 
April next, for two hundred dollars. 
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
